Mr. SlagE and County Agent Oeorge 
Kirk have already made arrangements 
to carefully Investigate In several 
lar^e lolmcco lU'Uls today In a search 
lor rool rot. whk h if iioi taken in time, 
will do much damage lo tliin year's 
tobacco crop. Some of these investi- 
gations are to be made this afternoon 
but the farmers of this section are of 
the opinion that the disease will not 
be found, as In most parts of the coun- 
ty the matter has been watched close- 
ly and no developments of the disease 
have been noticed. 

« The State and Federal Department is 
of Agriculture arc very anxious to pro- 
tMt the tobacco of the White Burley 
bolt against root rot and will oo-op- 
•rat«' with the tanners In every pos- 
sible way to counter act the disease 
If it is found here this year. 
, While here Mr. Slagg will also give 
demonBtratlons on how to spray 
against the disease and will furnish 
all Interested with a formula which 
is Inexpensive and can be obtained at 
any drug store and yet which has the 
endorsement of all plant experts In 
the employment of both the state and 
federal government.

" Tlie President," aald Mr. Borah, 
"has been sending (or Senators and, I 
understand, will continue to do ao 
until the quota Is fliled. It la a poU^ 
I Indorse; I only regret that he began 
it so late In his Administration. 

"But it Is not In accord with the 
tenets of republican government to. 
settle so great a question behind 
closed doors either at the White House 
or anywhere else. 

"What I would do is sena for the 
people, and the way to do that la to 
have a popular vote." 

Senator Clinrles S. Thomas, Demo- 
crat, Colorado, asked whether the re- 
suit of any such vote, It favorable to 
the league, would influence the course 

of .Mr. Roral], 

"If 1 should Hl;iy In the Senate under 
those circumstances," replied Mr. Bo- 
rah, " it would not. But, there Is 
such a thing as a Senator retiring. 
Neither will these resolutions and pe- 
titions, manufactured and otherwise, 
that are coming to UB, have the slight- 
est sttect on my course." 

News censorship and propaganda, 
Senator Borah asserted, are bidng 
used to deceive the maases, both' of 
Europe and America, regarding actual 
sentiment on the league.

The return of Mr. Llo.vd tkorge to Lopdou appeam to have beiu 
a triumph. In the street, ou the way from Downing street to West- 
minater, and in the Uouae the cheers and applause for tiie Prime 
Miaiater are^aid to have been unprecedented. 

. All this does not surprise the watchers on this side of the At- 
lantic. If there was anything that Lloyd Qeorge went to Paris for 
and failed to get, then we hare missed it. He pleased the dreamers 
of England by advocating the selu me of the League of Nations; and 
then delighted the practical politicians with the performance of ob- 
taining in the covenant of the League one vote each for the Bmpire, 
Canada, Australia, South Africa, New Zealand andq India— six votes 
as compared with the one vote allotted to tlie United States. 

In addition to getting for Great Britain everything that the most 
•anguine British imagination could covet in the way of colonial pow- 
cr^ including an even firmer grip of Egypt than England lias ever 
had — and the utter dcstriiction of flerman influence in the eastern 
hemisphere, Mr. Lloyd George obtained the signature of the Presi- 
dent of the United States to a pledge which, if Mr. Wilson's hand 
and atenographie seal made it binding, would olilignte tlie I'nited 
States to use to an unlimited extent its wealth and soldiers to pre- 
serve the British Empire intact. 

Mr, Lloyd George brought to London two skulls. One is the 
odme, stolen by the Germans, of an African Sultan of unpronounce, 
able name.

ington ihortl:^ before midnight Thun- 
dajr from the effeota of three bullet 
wonnd* !>• received In the abdomen 
during the fight 

Noble was taken to the hospital July 
6. At no time had hope for his re- 
corery been entertained by his physl- 
olani. Hie condition had gradually 
grown worse for the past week. 

The shooting which reopened the 
feud occurred at Clear Creek, more 
than twenly miles from .lacksoii, near 
the boundary of I'orry coniily. N'oblo. 
accompanied by his brother, waa rid- 
ing by the home of Donor Neace and 
both were invited in to attend a mar- 
riage ceremony. An argument arose 
between the Fugate boya and the No- 
ble brothers. The Fugate brothers 
drew guns and Courtney Noble fell to 
the ground with several wounds In his 
abdomen. While lying on the ground 
Noble drew his revolver and killed 
Hohogany and Qreen Fugate and 
wounded Donor Neaoe, who was at- 
tempting to get Into the fight. 

Neaoe M at present In the county 
Jail at Jackson. He received wounds 
in the head and shoulder by buUetB 
from the revolver of Courtney Noble.

The Sacrament of the Lord's Sup- 
per Is a concrete reminder of the cru- 
clflcatlon. The passover was a per- 
petual reminder of God's great dellv- 
erence of the children of Israel from 
Egyptian bondage, and was also a 
type of the cruciflction — a prophecy 
of that event where Christ had oome 
and had died on the orosa, the pass- 
ovar lost its signifleanoe and Jesus In- 
sitnted in Its stead, the Lord's Supper. 
It is simply a memorial of hla death. 
Not of his life, but of his death. It is 
not only a memorial of his dMth but 
also of the reason why be died — "for 
the remission of sins." This fact 
should ever he kept in mind -Ihnt 
Christ died for the romisnioii of sins. 
This Is the central idea of tlie Ko^^liel. 
and if we leave that out tlic incarna- 
tion loses all its slenlllcance. 

"He died for you and he died for me 
And he died to set poor sinners free." 
Many have been the things that men 
have done to perpetuate their memory. 
Great mausoleums of the most endur- 
ing ma'terlal have been erected. Sta- 
tues of brass and marble, but these 
disintegrate and perish; but Christ 
took the juice ot the grape and a mor- 
sel of bread and of them made a mem- 
orial that has attracted the attention 
of more people than the most costly 
monument that has ever been erected, 
and it bids fair to grip all mankind; 
verily the wisdom of men is foolish- 
ness compared to the wisdom ot God. 
To cat and drink unworthily Is to eat 
and drink with no conception of the 
meaning of the sacrament. The act of 
eating It Involves not only a discern- 
ing or understanding of the purpose of 
the ordinance, but that in eating It we 
pledge our loyalty to our Lord and 
Saviour. We are to obesrve this mem- 
orial until the l«rd shall come again 
In the act of eating this supper we 
are reminded of the second coming of 
Christ, and our minds should dwell 
upon this fact. 

We are to approach the table of the 
Ix)rd thoughtfully. The inlnd should 
be In a proper state by prayer and 
meditation. 

\Vc should also partake of these em- 
blems Kratefully. remembering that 
the suffering here indicated was for 
us It was our sins that nailed HIni 
to the cross This fact calls for faith- 
ful service in the church ot God. At 
the table ot our Lord we should lift 
our hearts in praise prayer — praise 
for what Christ has done for us and 
prayer for the Holy Spirit to the ap- 
plying merit' ot the atonement to our 
affections, cleansing and fllllng our 
hearts with love to God and man.
